THE U. S. TARIFF. 



Draft as Beported From Ways and 
Means Committee— Some of 
Its ProTisioiis. 

Opinious as to the Now Order of 
Tliiugs -Direct Benelit to 
New Engflaud. 



Wasiiincton, Nov. 27.— The now tariff 
bill just completed puts wool, coal, lumber, 
salt and iron ore on tho free liat, reduces the 
tariff on sugar from one-half to one quarter 
of a cent a pound, and also provides for the 
extermination of bounty by degrees. As a 
rule the tariflT haa been made the lowest upon 
cheaper goods of necessary uae. Ncfduty high- 
er than 1,") per cent, has been left on manufac- 
tured wool, A gradual reduction is to he 
made on the woollen scliedule, so that at 
tho end of five years the highest duty will 
ho forty and the average near thirty per 
cent. Material reductions have also been 
made in the cotton Echodule. Metals on the 
schedule are largely cut. The duty, on steel 
has been reduced more than 50 per cent. 
Agricultural implements are also placed on 
tho free liat. Tne new tariff bill goes into 
elfuct, unless otherwise ordered, on March 1 

In tho chemical schedule a number of 
articles are transferred to the free list { the 
most important is sulphuric acid. In the 
iron-steel Bchedule ore is free ; pig iron is 
reduced from !)U per cent. to22j| ; tin plato 
is reduced >lll pnr cent. Unmanufactured 
lumber, free ; manufactured, 25 per cent ; 
sugar is rcduccd.oue-half acd the bounty is 
to ho repealed one-eighth each year, leaving 
the raw iinta.veil. Silver-load ores are re- 
stored to t ti(^ Iron liat. 

l>ive animals are put at 2(1 per emit. ; barley 
from .'iO cents to 20 per cent., wiiich is about 
12 cents : htcadatuH's aro made free, except 
when importing from count riea putting 
duties on similar American products, in 
which ease tho duty is 20 per cent. ; fresh 
vegetables, fruits, eggs, and such like aro 
untaxed ; salt in bulk ia free, Tiio tariff on 
spirits is put. at double the internal revenue 
rates on spiritH ; some alight reduction ia 
made oil still wines and malt liquors. 
'J'lic duty on sparkling wines iu reduced ; 

In the silk schedule tho reduction is 
smaller than in cottoi\ or wool. Solo 
leather ia reduced If) to o per cent.; leather 
gloves are rated at Bpecilio duties ranging 
from 2,") to 'ID per cent: In sundries hat- 
ter'a plush ia on tho free list. The duties 
on prooiona atones are increased ; art works 
nro free. 

Chairman Wilson, in hia report, saye : 
" The oommitteo, although it dooa not 
expect to escape all just oriticiam, has been 
actuated by an honest deairo to do its duty. 
Tho main featurea arc, first, the adoption 
whore ever pruoticablo of ad valorem in- 
stead of specific duties ; eocoud, by freeing 
from taxes those great materials of industry 
that Ho at tho base of our production."

Mr, MacDona has travelled oxlon- 
aively by aca and knows the danger dere- 
licts are to iiuvigntion, and be ia of tho 
firm opinion that a warship ahould bo 
dispatched to soarcb for and ilcatroy theao 
obatructions. In reply to Mr. MacDona's 
question, Sir U, iCay Shnttleworth, sec- 
retary to tho Admiralty, said that the 
danger from derelicts vvus exaggerated. The 
Admiralty could not undertake to scour tho 
high seas for every vessel that was 
abandoned. "But," Mr. MacDona asked, 
"arc not miaanres being taken by tho U.S. 

Cannot Great Britain 
act in concert with that country in remov- 
ing these obatructions? "The Admiralty 
Secretary replied that he bad nd official in- 
formation whatever aa to what was being 
done by tho United States.

Ottawa, Nov. 27.— Eiatern Ontario and 
Weatern Queboo were visited by an earth- 
quake shortly before noon to-day. Three 
distinot shocka were heard. All over this 
city buildinga were shaken. All the citizens 
were greatly alarmed, 

Ex-Alderman Hency is circulating a peti- 
tion for executive clemency in fovor of Mc- 
Groevy and Connolly. The petition repre- 
sents that the oircumstancea in the case 
arose out of the well known relatione exist- 
ing for half a century between public men 
and public contractors. It olao apeaka of 
tho hitherto unstained character of the de- 
fendants, which tho defendanta think are 
sullicient to juatify them in approaching His 
Excellency, aud asking that the prerogative 
of the Crown be exercised.

EARTHQUAKE AND TERROR. 

Uontreal Sevprcly Shaken — The Uovement 
Felt In Quebec, Ottawa and 
Other Places. 

Montreal, Nov. 27.— (Special)— A very 

heavy shook of earthquake occurred here at 
11;,52 this morning, lusting about fifteen 
scconda. It waa felt in all parts of the oily 
and suburbs, causing a great commotion. 
Many of the tall buildings on St, Jamea 
street and in the heart of the city shook 
violently, and the occupants fled to the 
otreet. In narrow streets like St, Francois 
Xavior, people rushed out, looking up fear- 
fully as though expecting the atone walls to 
fall on them. It was the worat shaking up 
Montreal haa had for many a day. In the 
faotoriea, tho firat thought waa that the 
boilers had burat, and a rush was made for 
tho streets, by fire escapes, windowa and 
atairs. 

In the schools tho children stampeded to 
tho street along with their teachers. Crock- 
ery in the stores and restaurants was rattled 
and thrown down. In aome cases windows 
were cracked. Tho only casualty reported 
was a workman, Moses Deery, employed at 
a house in course of construciion at the cor- 
ner of Sherbrooke and Bishop atreeta. The 
building shook ao much that some planks 
were dialodged and one of them struck him 
on tho head, inflicting a severe injury. He 
waa taken to the general hospital in the am- 
bulance. Dispatches show that the shock 
was distinctly felt to a greater or less extent 
at many places. At St. Johns a heavy 
shock occurred at 11:48, lasting several 
seconds. 

Quebec, Nov. 27. — It is reported from the 
cuatoma offices that a light sh'ock of earth- 
quoke was felt there this morning at 11:42. 

Toronto, Nov. 27. — Professor Carpmael, 
of the meterological service, says that no in- 
dications of the earthquake have been ob- 
served here. 

Ottawa, Nov. 27, — At one minute to 12 
tho city electrician, Mr. McDonald, while 
in the City Hall tower, noticed a slight 
shock of earlh<|uake, ao slight, however, 
that ho waa doubtful about it, but found it 
confirmed in the other service departmenta. 
At the geological aurvoy offices in the lower 
town, the shock was moat perceptible, and 
was generally felt. But few people in the 
city noted tho occurrence. 

I'l.ATT.siii'Kd, N. Y, , Nov. 27. — A shock 
of earthquake was felt hero at IOnSO tl'ia 
morning. The vibration lasted fully ten 
secords and was very strong, causing heavy 
buildings to tremble. No damage was done. 

Whitehall, N. Y., Nov. 27. — The towns 
of Rouso'a I'oint, Pluttshurg, AnSablc Forks, 
Kcesville, Peru, Port Henry and Ticon- 
derogtt all report that they felt an earth- 
quake laatintr from five to ten aeonnds, com- 
mencing at 11:45 this morning. No damago 
ia reported. At Kecaville the clerks left 
Prcscott'a furniture store, fearing the build- 
ing would fall. Similar reports come from 
tho small towns on the west side of Lake 
Champlain. Throughout these towns the 
windowa and orookery rattled for several 
seconds. Reports show that the shook was 
generally felt in Washington county and 
the Champlain valley. 

Baiuik, Vt., Nov, 27.— The inhabitants of 
this city were startled this noon by a rum- 
bling sound, which at first appeared to be 
the sound of a moving train, but upon in- 
vestigation it appears to have been on earth- 
(juako. Buildings shook, dishes rattled and 
doors flew open in all directions. Reports 
show that the shock was felt iu all parts of 
tho Green Mountain state.

Tho Servian cabinet has resigned 
The reason given ia tho tariff couUiot with 
Auatria-UuDgary. Tho real reason ia that 
the Radical party bad to decline to give auy 
farther support to the Goveroment on tho 
ground that the Utter'a policy is being 
direoted by es-King Milan. The King has 
not yst aooepted the resignation of tin 
oabinet. . 

Mrs. Netter, Inrn Block, and Mrs. Levin 
sotm, born Netter, both Amerioans, died ii 
Berlbi recently of a disease contracted by 
eating oysters infected with typhoid baceilli 
The oysters were eaten in a fasliionablc 
Frederic strasse restaurant. Two persona 
who dined with Mr6. Netter and Mrs. Lev 
inaohn were .taken ill in the restaurant, but 
recovered. 

The Associated Press learns that the 
statenieDt published in several prominent 
papi.Ts to the cllV'ot that the government 
will t;ive no subaiiiy to (Jermans exhibiting 
at the Midwinter exhibition at San Fran- 
cisco has no ollicial origin. 

Herr Eugene WollT, who during the term 
of (lovernor vou Soden in Africa, was for- 
bidden tr remain in (Jernum lOaat Africa, 
and who was recently received by Cliauoel- 
lor von Caprivi, ia uow at liberty to resume 
explorations should he desire lo do ao. 

A now political departure has been taken 
by the government aa to treating press 
statements and attacks. Hitherto auch at- 
tacks have been allowed to remain unan- 
swered for weeks. Now hardly twenty-four 
hours are allowed to pass before tho false 
reports are corrected by the Reichsauzeiger, 
a semi-olMcial newspaper. 

Among the emblems proposed by Rcin- 
hold Regas, the sculptor, to adorn tho na 
tional monument to be erected, in accord 
anoe with the vote of the.Reichstag, to Em 
peror Wiliinm I., in Berlin, were a ballot 
box, tables of tha law, a laurel wreath and a 
cross, representing in the first two emblems 
the participutioQ of the people in shaping 
public aflairs, but the Emperor ordered Re 
gas to remove the emblems, saying tho mou 
ument was not the people's monument, but 
dynastic. 

With Prince Bismarck improved in health 
«ome of his admirers have begun again to 
force news into publicity which might have 
a tendency once more to raise a bitter feel- 
ing between tho Princo and tho Emperor 
The Associated Press is, however, in a poai 
tion to know that everything will be avoid 
■ed by the Government which might destroy 
the efTect of Emperor William's recent ad- 
vances to Bismarck. 

The fato of the commercial trcatiea pro- 
posed between tlerniuny and RouniaDiu, 
Servia and Spain was regarded us doub.ful 
until (Jliancellor vou Caprivi made a tirni 
speech in support of them in the Reichstag 
It ia generally believed tho admirable de- 
fense of the treaties made by the chancellor 
assures their safety in spite of any opposi- 
tion which may be brought to bear against 
them. Secretary of State von MarschalT 
speech also made a deep inipression. Ilerr 
Hammeratein, Conservative, warmly at 
tacked Chancellor von Caprivi'a speech. 
Ultimately the treaties were referred to 
committee, in spite of the objection of both 
the Freissinnige parties, tho People's 
party and the Socialists. All tho 
parties have been displaying great energy 
lu carrying on lobby negotiations. The 
' Agrarians have succeeded in obtaining most 
of the anti-aemito votes in tho Chamber of 
Deputies, but on the^other hand, tho centre 
party promises to support tho treaties with 
Roumania, Servia and Spain; with regard to 
the treaty with Austria the centre party ia 
divided. The Lieberist group is waiting to 
see what tho attitude of the Covernment 
will bo with reference to the recall of 
.Teauits, while tho right wing ia inclined to 
join witli tho Agrarians in opposing the 
Austrian treaty. Tho hopes of the Govern- 
ment rest upon tho reference of the treaties 
to a commission when its confidential ex 
planationa, together with other means, may 
uavo the proposition. 

The Frciainnige universal sufFrago bill 
has not the slightest chance of l)e- 
ing passed in (jermuny, and the 
Socialist bill, proposing to make every 
body above tiio aue of twenty eligible 
to vote, is regarded aa on untimely joke 
Tho women's movement in Germany moves 
in an entirely difFerent direction from that 
of American women, and has never included 
female aulfrago among its aspirations. It 
should bo added, howuvcr, that men of uu 
doubted Conservative persuasions will iisMst 
the German women's movement because 
it directs its efforts simply to tho elevation 
of women in social life. 

The Frenoh ministry having resigned as a 
result of aittaoka in the Chamber of Dcpu 
ties, Premier Dnprey has been requested to 
reooostraot the ministry. .Jennartwill pro- 
bably suboead Vietto as minister of public 
works, and Burdeau will replace Foytral, 
minister of finance. Tho resignation of the 
ministry comes iu tho nature of a surprise 
aa it was thought tho (Jovornnient would 
sennro a substantial majority on a demand 
for a vote of couOdcnco. 

When tho anarchist Claremunt, his wife 
and a friend were arrested in Barcelona, in 
their lodgings wore found 15,0U0 copies of an 
incendiary pamphlet. 'I'ho editor of the 
Notioiero Universal iu Barcelona has re 
coived a letter offering him L',") peaolaa if he 
will publish a defeuao of tho bouib throwing 
in tho Lyceum opera house, and threatening 
him with explosiona in case ho refuses. 
Nino an irohista have been arrested in Val- 
encia, besides several persons arriving from 
Tarragona. The polioe in Madrid are 
watohiog the theatres strictly.

Tho products of our 
miues, I am sure, would be of great interest 
and would compare favorably with those of 
the neighboring states and of California, 
where there are so many persons interested 
iu mining. 

Then we have our lumber, coal, fish and 
other products, to which wo often refer 
with pride. These would, I am auro, bo 
favorably brought into competition anil be 
worthy of inspection by the large number of 
people who will visit the fair. There is 
another poiut which should induce us to 
take a special interest \a the Midwinter 
Fair— tho fact that it Is to be held on the 
Pacilic Coast- sod whatever of interest or 
benefit it is to California, so it is to British 
Cult:nibiu. The most prominent of tbeso 
reasons ia the fact that many who are com- 
ing to tho Midwinter Fair are coming to 
Btay. Those who are ao bent will tiud that 
uow fields are presenting themselves for 
those who are looking foi' invealmeuts. New 
sections are being opened for tho agricultur- 
ist : new mines are being developed, and 
other induatiies arc being conimenccd aa the 
country advances and is settled up. All 
thia ia compatible with a now country like 
oura, and lo me it acoma that a midwinter 
fair, such aa the one proposed lo be held in 
Sail Fraucieco, will revDlulionize niattera in 
thia particular lo an astonishing degree. 

The fact tliat llio nianagLmenl of the fair 
have secured cheap fares iu going lo induce 
a large number to Iravel, and at a lime of 
the year uhcn thoau living in Iho ICaat can 
easily leave home, and at the same time will 
be able to see tho country on the Weal of 
the continent when it is at its best.

The advantage of 
auch an exhibit would do mnoh to place be- 
fore the public the richness of our mines and 
other resources. As the exhibition opens on 
the first of January next, no time should bo 
lost. It ia to bo hoped tho press, which is 
always a powerful lever, will take up the 
cause and urge tho necessity of immediate 
action, so that an exhibit worthy of our 
Province may bo sent to the Midwinter

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THE CHURCH IN CANADA. 

Pastoral Letter Dealiuj? AVitli thoj 
CouBoIidatiuu of the Auglicau 
Church in the Domiuion. 

Aims and Objects of. the XJfdted Body 
—Some Special Ends to 
Be b'onght. 



In nil the Anglionn churuhca tliroughout 
the Dominiou of Cunndj llio following pua- 
toral letter waa road from tl)o pulpits on 
Sunday luat. It bours the signatures of fif 
teen biahopg, and aummarizsa the work of 
the recent convention at Toronto, when the 
oonBoHdation of the Churoh of England in 
Canada vvna aocompliahod : 

To the Faithful iu Christ Jem.t, Manhcr.-i of 
the Church of Ennland in Canada, 
GrecliiKj : 

Your chief paatora hasten to make you 
partakers of their joy in tlie oonaolidatinn 
of our Church, now happily completed. 
Hitherto aomo of our dioceses have had the 
opportunity of acting together in their 
ecoleeiaatical proviucea of Canada and Ru- 
pert's Land. Otliera outsiJo these two 
provinces have been standing alone, unable 
by reason of their isolation, to receive or to 
impart that additional life and strength and 
energy which are found in union. Now, 
from East to Weat — from the Atlantic to 
the Pacifio— all are united in the General 
Synod, whioh, through the f;ood hand of our 
God upon us, hM been oonstituted with the 
hearty ^ood will of all. In it and through 
it, all our diooeses are so bound togotiier 
that they can " take sweet counsel to- 
gether " and speak with one voice. 

Some thirty years ago the civil provincoa 
of our country, bo feeble in their isolation, 
were consolidated under the one Government 
of the Dominion of Canada. The results of 
that union are familiar to us all. They 
foreshadow the advantages whioh wo may 
look for from the union of all our dioceses 
under the General Synod. The lifo and 
rights and powers of our dioceaea will bo 
juat what they have been hitherto, except 
that a deeper meaning and fresh energy will 
bo infused into theui. For it ia distinctly 
laid down as a fuudamental principle that, 

"The General Synod shall not take 
away from, or iiUetfero with, any rights, 
powero or j urisiliclion of any Uiocesau 
Synod witliiu its own territorial limits, as 
now held or exercised hy such Synod." 

Another fuudamental principle is that the 
General Synod brings with it no change in 
the existiug syatcm of Provincial Sjnods. 
The retention or the abolition of the Pro- 
vincial Synods ia left to each province 
and the dioceses therein. The first act of 
the General Synod was to set forth the posi- 
tion of the Church of England in Canada, in 
the one Holy Cathnlio and Apoatolic church; 
the foundations of her faith, her worship 
and her discipline, and her determination to 
maintain and transmit the same unimpaired. 
We repeat thia solemn declaration to you 
to-day, and desire you to store it up in your 
hearts and minds. 

In the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost, Amen. We the 
Bisbopa, together with the delegates of the 
olerey and laity of the Church ot England in 
the Dominion of Canada, |now assembled in 
the Brat General Synod, hereby make the 
fiillowiDg ' solemn declaration : 

" We declare this oburoh to be, and de- 
sire that it shall continue, in fall oommnnion 
with thq Uhurch of England throughout the 
world as an integral portion of the one body 
of Christ, composed of churches, whioh uni- 
ted under the one Divine Head, and in the 
fellowship of the one Holy Catholic and 
Apostolic Churoh, hold the one faith re- 
vealed in Holy Writ, and deGned in the 
Creeda as maintained by the undivided 
primitive church in the nndiaputed Ecu- 
menical Councila ; receive the name Canon- 
ical Scripturea of the Old and Now Testa- 
ments, as containing all things necoaaary to 
salvation ; teach ' the same word of 
God ; partake of the same divine- 
ly ordained Sacraments, through the 
ministry of the same apostolic orders, 
and worship one God and Father, 
through the same Lord Jeans Christ, by the 
same Holy and Divine Spirit, who ia given 
to them that believe to guide them into all 
truth. And we are determined, by the help 
of God, to hold and maintain the doctrine 
and sacramenta and discipline of Christ aa 
the Lord hath commanded in Hia Holy 
Word, and aa the Church of England hath 
received and set forth in ' the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, and adminiatration of the sacra- 
ments and other rites and oerenioniea of ihe 
church, according to the uae of the Church 
of England; together with the Pailter or 
Psalms of David, pointed aa they are to bo 
said or sung in churches ; ani the form or 
manner of making or ordaining and con- 
secrating of Bishops, Priests and Deacons ;' 
and in the 39 articles of religion; and to 
transmit the same unimpaired to our pos- 
terity." 

The way to maintnio and hand on the 
Gospel of the KingUoui I'f God, ia to teach 
its truths fully, dofioittly, clearly. AH 
olagses, educated and uneducated alike, 
have sufifered in the p»un and are su£fering 
still, because there is a 1 lok of deSnitcncsa, 
accuracy and depth in the teaching afforded 
to them. The lessons of the Catecliism and 
Prayer Book arc not vague and miaty. They 
are clear and positive, like the facts with 
which they are concerned^ Let nil, both 
clergy and laity, sue to it that these lessons 
are no mere sound of v/ords. The history 
of the Church of (Jod iti all its diaijensilioiis, 
and especially iu tlie Cliristian era, ought to 
be familiar. The fiist phmting, thegrowtli, 
and the continuity through tlie oenturira, 
of England's branch of the Holy Catholic 
Church should be presented iu frciiuent lec- 
tures everywhere. 

It is a great encouragement to bo assured 
that there are indications of growing dis- 
satisfaction in the community with the 
absence of roligioua instruotion from our 
publio schools. The General Synod has put 
on record its judgment that " Religious 
teaching in our public schools is absolutely 
neoesaary in orfer to fulfil the true purpose 
of education and to conserve the highest in- 
terests of the nation at large." We urge all 
who are willing to be guided by US to use 
their inlluenco to bring the education and 
training of tlie young into a true and close 
conueeiion with the religion of our Lord 
and Savioui .leaua Ciiriit. Until thia is 
cdecteil, parent;', S'lrjiisors and pastnra 
should lie unceasing and periisitciit iu their 
efforts to teach the young all that a Chris- 
tian ought to know and belifive to his tioul's 
health. Sunday schools, bililo olaBsea, lec- 
tures and public catechi/.iug in our churchoa 
may ba iiiadn ciTectivo iiic.ana of imparting 
religious instruction, Nothing, however, can 
be accomplished in any of these ways, either 
by the clergy or their lay-helpers, without in- 
telligent, painstaking, syntematia and per- 
sistent efforts. The periotl of preparation for 
Confirmation is of incsiiniablo value. The 
serious thought.s to which our young people 
are open, in anticipation of their Confirma- 
tion and odmiasion to Holy Communion, 
and their desiro to learn what their position 
and privileges and duties as Christians are, 
afford to their parents and clergy an oppur- 
tanity which is singular in its advantages. 



Instruction, however, ia not eveiylhing. 
The training of heart, mind and soul, the 
lormatiim of aonnd religious habita, the 
estahlidhuient of apiriiuul character in 
eveiyonu of our young people, these do- 
niand the combined unceaaiug inilucnco of 
home life and achool life, of parenia, paa- 
tnrs and teachers, of kindly leaeona and 
worthy examplea. It ia not right that any 
part of the child's life should be separate 
from religion, its influence and its lessons. 
We repeat it, so long aa there continues iu 
the achoola of our country the grievous 
severance of education from religion, par- 
enta, paatora and apuusora must put forth 
special tU'orta iu every way open to them, 
BO that their children may be virtuoualy 
brought up to load a godly and a Chriatian 
life. 

Next to the religious training and in- 
struction of the young, ia the selection and 
the education of suitable men for the work 
of the ministry. Our universities and theo- 
logical schools are doing excellent work, not- 
withstanding the hindrances which beaet 
them, through inadequate endowments and 
insufSoient support. Que fact, however, 
which will call forth at once your sympathy 
and your an>operation, weighs heavily on our 
hearts. Very few of the sons of our 
wealthier families offer themselves for the 
sacred ministry. They are drawn away by 
the bright prospects of wealth and advance- 
ment afforded by the secular enterpriaes 
whioh abound in our young and growing 
country. But thia ia not all. They are re- 
pelleil from the highest and noblest vocation 
in lifo by the unworthy views of the Chris- 
tian ministry, whioh are frequently ex- 
pressed in their hearingi even in 
Chriatian homes. Some shrink from 
the iudignitiea to which not a few 
of our clergy are subjected by reason of 
their poverty. You ate certainly able to 
help ua in thia matter. We call upon you, 
then, most caniesLly and u li'ectiouately to 
see to it that your children never hear in 
your homes anything which can lend tlietn 
to think lightly or unworthily of the eidliiig 
of a miniater of Jeaua Chriat. Take c-iro, 
ton, that you are doing all in your power to 
provide a maintenance, not for your own- 
clergyman only, but for all the ministers of 
the church in your diocese and in the mis- 
sion field. It were well for you and your 
children to understand that "An unworldly 
ohurch, an unworldly clergy, meaua not a 
poor church, a poverty atricken clergy. A 
poor, unprovided, dependent clergy ia 
acircoly able to bo an unworldly one, and 
accordingly cannot betoken an unworldly 
ity. A laity whioh breaks the broad of 
its minsiters into smaller and anialler frag- 
ments, ond has none of the divine power to 
multiply, works no miracle and has no 
honor. " 

"Unworldpneaa ia not emptineaa of garn- 
ers, but the right and noble use ot garnera 
filled by God. An unworldly clergy ia not 
a clergy witliout a world, but one which 
knows the world and uses and teaches man 
how to use the world for God until it brings 
at last the whole world home to God." The 
Church exists for the purpose of bringing all 
men into union with God, through Jesus 
Christ, and teaching them to know and love 
and serve Him with their whole being. The 
more closely and completely she ia one in 
every land, the greater will bo her power 
and efficiency to accomplish thia far-reaohing 
objeot of her existence. 

Aocordingly we look for extended and 
more effective missionary effort as one of the 
brightest and beat resulta of the Consolida- 
tion of the Cburch of Kogland in Canada. 
The Qeld, of which the General Synod opens 
up for direct and promising labor, is bright 
and hopeful beyond the reach of man's im- 
aginings. It stretohea across thia great 
continent from ahore to shore. Milliona iu 
the near future will plant their homes over 
its plains. The Lord, who died tor all, hath 
"aid it on ua in Ilia Cliurch that these homea 
ahould, from theirliratestabliahmentbeChria- 
tian. Beyond the I'aciticOcean there are mil- 
lions of heathen who have been brought by ra- 
pid steamships withinour reach. Tlieyarcac- 
ceasiblo to ua, and our church can uow act 
upon them and among th«m with eonibined 
force and energy. Beaidea these, there ia a 
multitude of heathen Indiana in the North- 
west of thia Dominion, w ho have yet to be 
brought into the congregation of Chriat'a 
flock. There ia also a large company of 
Christian Indiana^ wlioao spiritual training 
has already been undertaken by our church. 

Wo do affectionately ask you all to realize 
your opportunities and to riao up and meet 
them— not by one effort — but by persialent 
loving efforts from day to day, offering 
freely your sons and your daughters and 
your gifts of wealth for your church's work. 
It reata upon us all together, and upon each 
one individually, to do all that in ua lies, so 
that "Christ may see of the travail of His 
soul and bo satisfied." 

Many Christian bodies, separated from 
us, are working by our side, some in ad- 
vance of us, both in the foreign field and in 
the Dominion. We yearn for union |with 
them." 

The General Synod has sot fortli the 
position which the Church of Englcnd oc 
copies in her desire to recover and restore, 
among all Christian bodies, that organic 
unity whioh Chriat prayed might ever dis- 
tinguish His church. The language adopted 
by the (ieueral Synod ia as foiiows ; 

" ^Ve deairo hereby to make it known 
that wo adopt and act forth, aa forming a 
basis for negotiation with any bodie.^ ot our 
Hep i rated Christian brethren with a view to 
union, the following articles agreed upon 
by the Lambeth Conference, held in London 
in the year of our Lord, 1S.S8, vi/. : 

" 1. 'I'ho Holy Scriptures of the Old and 
New Tistunienta aa containing all things 
nt'ceHSnry to salvation, and as being ttie 
rule Htul uiliniate standard of faith. 

"'J. Tho Apostles' creed as tlio bnptianial 
syinbiil and Itie Nicene creed us tlie aulli- 
oient slateiiient of tho Christiun faith. 

" ;(. The • .vo sacraments ordained by 
(^hrist Himself, Baptism and the Supper of 
the Lord, ministered with unfailing use of 
Christ's words cf institution and of the 
elements ordained by Him. 

" 4. The Historic Episcopate, locally 
adapted in tho methods ot ita adndniatra- 
tion to tho varying needs of tho nations and 
jieoples called of God into the unity of Hia 
Church." 

Foremost among the blesgings of our 
heritage as Churchmen is our .Sunday. Aa 
u day of rest, of worship and of 
religious teaching, it has been generally ob- 
served and fairly appreciated amongst us. 
Of late years, however, a growing laxity, 
which threatens to impair its sacred char- 
acter, has been observed. This tendency 
cannot bo too strenuously withstood. Tho 
" Lord'a Day " has brought priceless bless- 
ings to ICugland and her colonies. \Vu ex- 
hort you, brethren, to guard with a jeulous 
eye and resolved spirit those preciou.i priv- 
iligea of rest, of worship, and of religioua 
instruction, which all invasiona of the Sun- 
day are certain to diminisb. 

Tho larger obligationa laid upon ua at 
thia time in tho wider iield opened by 
tho conaolidiition of our church are bound 
up with our joy. We invite you to share 
the joy — wiiich ia youra aa much ua ours — 
and wo bid you face with a good courage 
and Orm roaolve tho claims of our now poai- 
tinn, co-oxtenaivo with tho Dominion of 
Canada. 

Brethren, wc commend you to (!od and 
the word of His grace, which is able to 
build you up The grace of our Lord, Jesus 
Christ, be with you all.

• THE OABLS TO AUSTRALIA. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Bowell has given the Aus- 
tralians a good opinion of Canadian states- 
men. They are pleased with tho interest 
he takes in all that he sees, they admire hia 
intelligence, and they marvol at his energy 
and his antiring industry. The Sydney 
Morning Herald says : 

" Since his arrival the Hon. gentleman hus 
been indefatigable. While in Sydney ho 
had numerous interviews, not only with 
members of tho Ministry, but with mer- 
chants of the city, and on every possible 
occasion be has pointed out that there are 
many mediums of trade exchange which can 
result only in permanent benefit both to 
Aasiralia and Canada." 

Tho representative of tho Herald wanted 
to know what wero Mr. Howell's views with 
regard to an ocean cable connecting Victoria 
with the Australian colonies. He had al- 
ready given his opinion aa to the desirability 
of the work. It was, however, not hard to 
find ont from him that be did not relish the 
idea that any pari of tho line aliould be in 
the handa of a French, or any other foreign 
company. He did not find fault with the 
two Australian Governments which had 
agreed to aubsidise the New Caledonia 
oable, for that was entirely their own busi- 
ness, but he was certain that "the Canadian 
Ministry would not aubaidiao a cable line 
when it woa distinctly laid down that none 
but Frenchmen should 1)6 employed in the 
tranamisaion of messages through tho terri- 
tory or sea under the control of tho iiopub- 
lio." Mr. Bowell, when he said this, voiced, 
we are certain, the desire of the great ma- 
jority of Canadians. It is hoped and ex- 
pected in Canada that when thcro is tolo- 
C!r»phio communication between this coun- 
try and Australia, tho line, from beginning 
to end, will be in tho bands and under tho 
control of British subjects. 



DISG US TING NEOLia EN OK. 

History repeats itself. We are told that 
in tho daya of Qaeen Elizabeth horaca wero 
mired in the public streets of large Engliah 
oities. This is what happens no w almost every 
day in one of Victoria's handsomest streets. 
Part of Cook street is in a positively 
dangerous condition ; and it ban been iu tliis 
atato for aomo weoks. If a cabman, or tho 
driver of any other vehicle, attempts to 
approaoh some of the houses on that street, 
hia horse is sure to sink in the mud so deeply 
that he cannot extricate himself without as- 
sistanoe. This haa happened not once or 
twice, but many tinica, within the laat week 
or two. The poor animals have been hope- 
lessly mired, and tho drivers have been 
obliged literally to dig them out of tho mud. 

Although this has been for some time 
known to the oity authorities, nothing has 
been done either to make the dangerous spots 
safe or even to mark them as unsafe. There 
they remain, day and night, as traps for the 
unwary cili/.on who may be so unfortunate 
aa to have business in that part of the oity. 

The condition in which Cook street is al- 
lowed to remain demonstrates in the moat 
conspicuous viray, not only tho utter incapa- 
city of tho oity authoritiea, but their un- 
speakable carclcsancBS. No language that 
it is proper to put in print is strong enough 
to characterize the stupidity and tho negli- 
gence of the oity ofBoials who are respo&ai- 
Me for the state of Cook street and other 
'streets of the city, Thoy are every day 
proving to tho citizens tliat they have no 
aenae of duty and no capuolty— that they 
are neither able nor willing to do tho work 
thoy have undertaken to do and aro paid 



to do. Tho citizens who ore compelled to 
auHer all sorts of inconveniences through 
their .negligence and incapacity are to -be 
pitied. The following sentence from an 
article lately written by tho Bishop of 
RipoD, the unhappy citizen of Victoria may 
consider aa describing with singular aptness 
and fidelity tho relation in which he and hia 
feliow-oitizeus stand to the Corporation of 
Victoria :— 

"There are few of us," his lordahip 
HnBpnndontly remarks, "who do not know 
of the constant coniplaiuta and impotent 
groans of those who aro compelled to submit 
to tho ignorant authority of not very high- 
principled men, whoso rule, gilded with 
sham importance, is often marked by job- 
bery and neglect which jeopardise the 
lives and health of thouaanda. " 



AN IMPERIAL MEASURE. 

The Employers' Liability Bill and tho 
Pariah Councils' Bill aro the chief nioaBurea 
now before the Iiiiperiul Parliament. Thoy 
are not, properly apeaking, political meas- 
ures. They will be supported by men on 
both sides of the House, and those who dis- 
approve of them aa a whole, or in part, are 
not confined to either the Conservative or 
tho Liberal party. 

Tho principle involved in tho l^mployera' 
Liability Bill ia not, by any nieana, now. 
The obligation of employers to compensate 
those of their work-people who are, in cer- 
tain circumstances, injured in their service, 
haa long been recognized. Laws have been 
enjicled to enable workmen who, through 
tho fault of their employers, have 
been injured while at work, to re- 
cover damages. The olaim of the 
relatives of those killed to compensation 
has also been recognizad. But it has not 
been always easy for tho workman, or hia 
widow, to recover what he or aho conaidored 
a fair coniponantion. L'.iwyera wero able to 
sob up a plea, which is technically called 
" common employment" under which, in a 
great majority of cases, employers succeed- 
ed in getting clear of liability. KITorts wero 
made to amend the original Act of IS75 with 
very little auoceaa. In 1880 it waa supor- 
sedod by another Act, which hiis not oper- 
ated very suocossfuUy for tho workmen. 
Out of 1,014 cases, olaiming £320,200 as 
damages, in England, during a period of 
eleven years, only .£78,871 were recovered 
Of course, there were during that 
time a largo number of voluntary sottlo- 
menta, tor many employers have been ready 
to acknowledge a moral obligation, when 
perhaps a legal one could not be proved 
The law has not given satisfaction, and the 
workmen have demanded ono which is, in 
their opinion, more equitable. They de- 
mand, in the first instance, that the right to 
plead "common employment" shall be ex- 
tinguished ; that the Act ahali apply to all 
persons working for employers, inoladiog 
seamen ; that there shall be no limit to tho 
amount that may be recovered, and that 
workmen ahall have tho same rights against 
employers as third purtiea ; that there 
should b3 nothing in the Act to encourugo 
employers to insure risks ; and that con- 
tracting ont of the Act should be pro- 
hibited. 

How far the Oovermont'a bill 
conforms to these conditions, wo 
have no means of knowing. That tho last 
condition ia complied with, however, is cer- 
tain, for Ijord Salisbury tho other diiy con- 
tended that employers and workmen should 
have the privilege of contracting out of the 
Act. 

Tho reoson of this ia that there are con- 
cerns in which the woricpeoplo aro by 
mutual agreement in a much better position 
than that in which thoy could be placed by 
any law that ia likely to be enaoted. The 
men employed by tho North Western Rail- 
way Company are in such a position. Thir- 
teen years ago they formed a fund, five- 
sixths of which were contributed by tho 
compony. This fund is administered ac- 
cording to certain rules agreed upon be- 
tween the parties, and the allowanoeaJiave 
been considered satisfaotory. The London, 
Brighton and Sonth Coast Railway Com- 
pany has an agreement with its employes 
which is still more favorable to the work- 
men than that of the North- Western. The 
Liability bill, if it passes in its present 
shape, will nullify theao and aimilur ar- 
rangements, and make them for tho future 
impossible. A writer on the subject, iu 
tho Nineteenth Century, saya : " To pro- 
hibit contracting out of tho Act is, us a rule, 
undoubtedly right, and such exceptions as 
are named above will be few, . , . lint 
whenitiaao indiaputably clear, as it ia in 
tho case of aomo railway insurance societies, 
that tho intercats of the men would be pre- 
judiced by tho refusal to allow them to oon- 
traot out of the Aot, the Government 
should not insist on a condition being abso- 
Inte which will in some cases operate in- 
ctiuitably." 

It might bo supposed that tho work- 
ing men had carefully considered theao 
exceptional cases, and that they had 
come to the oonolusion that to make it 
optional with business oonoerns and their 
employes to come under the law would bo 
produotivo of greater ovila than to make it 
obligatory to all to comply with its provis- 
ions. The general opinion iI^ Great Britain 
sooma to be that an Employers' Liability 
Act is required, and that one would be sure 
to be enaoted no matter what party held the 
reins of power. 

THB MAN FOR THB HOUR. 

W. T, Coleman, a Sou Franoisoo meroh- 
ant, who died a few days ago, did bis coun- 
try good service in a very oritioal time. In 
1850 San Franoisoo waa in the hands of as 
great a set of_ aooundrels as ever lived. 
Neither life nor property was secure. The 
gamblers and thieves and murderers had 
everything their own way. Thoy, by 
fraud and force, hud obtained com- 
mind of tho ballot boxes. They 
found moans to corrupt and' control 



the courts of law. Crime woa openly com- 
mitted and tho perpetrators laughed at the 
proteste of the outraged oibizens^ Matters 
at laat beo'ame intolerable, and ' well- 
disposed and honest citizens saw 
that ua the moans ordained by 
tho constitution were inadiquato to 
enforce tho law and to maintain order, 
extraordinary and extru-conetitutional 
mcaeurea must be resorted to, 

The Vigilance Committee waa formed, and 
William T. Coleman was its guiding spirit. 
Ho wen t to work to repreea crime and to stamp 
out disorder in tho moat <juiet but tho most 
resolute manner possible. He soon gave the 
lawless to know that they. could no longer 
commit crimes with impunity. He mar- 
shalled his forces in such a way that hood- 
lums found that resiatanco wus hopeless. 
OITonders were arrested nnd brought before 
a tribunal that was determined to do juatice 
at any cost. Tho judges of that tri- 
bunal could be neither bribed nor 
overawed. They did their duty with- 
out fear, favor or oflFeotlon. They were 
not afraid of responaibility. Where 
punishment was deserved it wus Inflicted 
with a certainty that soon struck terror into 
tho hearts of the men who had, but a abort 
timo before, scofred at law and hold its 
ollicors, high and liw, in contempt. 

Mr. Coleman caused Judge Lynch to bo 
admired and reepeoted, both at homo and 
abroad. Law-abiding pcopio saw that the 
end, in his case, justified the means. It 
woa a dangerous oxporinicut, and most like- 
ly no one was better aware of its danger thon 
M r. Coleman. But it was on ail handa ad- 
mitted to be tt necessary one. Mr. Coleman 
and his fellow vigilante did not abuse tho 
authority they had seized, and they gavo it 
up as soon as it had acconipliabed its pur- 
pose. When order was restored and law waa 
once more a terror to evil doers, they quietly 
desisted from exercising authority, and the 
ordinary machinery of tho conatitution re 
sunied its functions, 

Tho eelf-reatraint of Mr. Coleman and hia 
committeea waa woudei ful. The action of 
tho San Francisco Vigihiuco Comn:ltteo in 
that terrible ciisis has been, as one might 
hastily conclude, paradoxically adduced aa 
evidence o[ the strongest kind [of the 
capacity of men of tho Anglo-Saxon race 
for aelf Government, and of their lovo of 
law and order. But there ia, when one 
cornea to think, nothing so very porudoxical 
about the position thus taken. The com' 
munity was in a state of the greatest die 
order, law had fallen into contempt, and its 
enforcement had become a mockery. Mr. 
Coleman, and men like htm, were grieved at 
thia state of things, they saw that it must 
not bo allowed to continue, and they sot 
about putting an end to it in the only way 
that was to them possible.

The City Council met last evening. Mayor 
Boavon presiding, and all the members pre- 
sent. 

Several reports from the Finance commit- 
tee were read and adopted. 

Tho City Engineer reported on tho appli- 
cation for a refund of tho coat of a wooden 
sidewalk to the owners of the Five Siatera 
block, who had laid an asphalt pavement. 
He stated that the aaphalt waa of a poor 
quality and needed repair. The cost uf a 
wooden sidewalk would have been $107. 

Ald. Bakkr objected to making any re- 
fund until a really good sidewalk had boon 
laid down. 

Ald. MoEiixioan said it had been under- 
stood that when people were allowed to ex- 
cavate under the sidewalks and have the 
use of the land there, they should have to 
meet the whole cost themselves. 

Tho matter was, after disouaaion, referred 
to tho Streets committee for report. 

The Cormorant street drain waa discussed 
on a report :irom the Engineer, on the com- 
plaint of C. Bosai that it was not deep 
enough to drain hia cellar. It was resolved 
to havo the drain lowered. 

A letter from l^odvvoU & Irving in<juired 
what had been done in connection with tho 
C.P.N. Company's complaint of the nuisance 
cuiaed by sewerage running into the harbor. 
'I'liey stated that they woro instructed to 
take legal proceedinga unless some action 
were immediately taken by tho city. A 
letter from K. H. Hall, M, P. P., for tho 
Hudson's B.»y Co., alao aakcd what waa be- 
ing done. 

Al,i>. BEl.vi'.A said tho Sewerage commit- 
too lu^d had tlio matter under conaideration 
l)nt had coinu to no conclusion yet. They 
found it a moat diUicult one to deal with. 

Ald. Hakuis advocated connecting the 
Fort street drain complained of with the 
aewer on Wharf atreot. 

Ai.D, UENDUiiHON Baid the volume of water 
was too great for this. The Engineer re- 
ported that tho only way to do was to create 
new sowi ra on Fort and Linglcy streets, 

Al.i). MuNN moved that the writers bo 
notified that tho matter ia under conaidera- 
tion. Carried, 

Tho City Clerk and tho Building Inapec- 
tor reported that, acting under the author- 
ity conferred by the Council, they had 
opened the tenders and awarded the con- 
tract for the wooden building to be erected 
in conneotion with the isolation hospital. 
Those were: j. G. Brovn, $1,900; W. 
Lang, §2,020, and J. Fullerton, $2,050. 
They had awarded the contract to Mr. 
Brown, the lowest tenderer. 

Spratt & Gray wrote asking an extension 
of timo for tho recoipt of tenders for tho 
atreot signa, as they conld not hear from 
thoir principals in England by that time. 

A ten days' extension was agreed to. 
Tenders already iu will be kept unopened 
in the meantime, 

J, St. Clair Blacket and others petitioned 
for an eleotri-j light at tho junction of tho 
Gorge and Garbally roada. Referred to 
electric light committee. 

C. E. Renouf, secretary of tho B C. Agri- 
cultural Association, wrote that tho Board 
of Management desired to meet the Mayor 
and Aldermen to talk over tho ollairs of tho 
Asaociation.

Ydnng Banious Fieuteiiced to Nine 
Mouths for Stealiui? Mr. Varrel- 
mau'8 Kiuer- 



The Fall Aiaizcu oponcd nt cloven o'clock 
yoatcrdtty morning, Mr. Jualico Walkeni 
presidiog. lu his opening uddrosa to the 
Grand jary^His Lordship referred to the small 
docket as a aatlsfaotory evidence of the 
regard to order paid by tho public of Vic- 
toria. There was only one very sorious case 
to come before them, ho suid, that of Arthur 
Curruthers, ch.irged with tho killing of iv 
Chinaman who had caused him some unnoy 
ance. The fact tliat the victim was a 
Chinaman should not inflaence the jury, 
whoeo duty it was to assist iu keeping up 
tho name which Victoria enjoyed of being a 
place whore tho law had regard for tlio iifo 
and property of every nian. 

Tho Grand jury was made up as follows 
Ed. Pearson (loreman), James Burns, James 
Baker, Georgo Bishop, Michael Baker, R 
Erskino, George Glover, Anton Henderson, 
L. B. Hewlings, Robert Janiteson, Johu 
Kinsman, John B. Lovell, Richard May- 
nard, Louis Stemler, Henry Waller, Georgo 
Walker, H. M. Yates. 

The Grand jury oame into oourtatl'J 
o'olook with a true bill Against Geo. Ellery, 
accused of stealing a dog, the property uf 
Joseph Boscowit/., and of having the same 
unlawfully iu hia posaeasion. 

The accused George Bllery is an old man, 
a tanner by trade, and widely known in tliu 
city. Boii'g put in the box, he pleaded 
guilty on the second count of the indict 
ment. Hia counael, J, P. Walls, stated to 
the court that the dog in question had fol- 
lowed the accused, who had tied it up wiih 
a rope round the neck, and that the dog 
had choked itself with tho rope. 

Hon. Theodore Ddvic, Attorney-General, 
who appeared for tho Crown, mentioned to 
the court, for what tho fact might bo 
worth, that tlio private prosecutor did not 
wish vindictive piiniehuiont. 

His Lordship said this was a caso in which 
tho public interest cieiuanded that tho out- 
come ahould bo a lesson to others. Tho uc- 
cuaed, it seemed, had titd up the dog with 
u hangman's rope, had cruelly killed him, 
and having skltmed him tanned his liide. 
The case seemed one uf deliberate cruelly, 
of a class which should bo severely dealt 
with. He referred to the cases of cruelty to 
horses and other animals commonly witness 
ed on the streets of Victoria, and condemned 
the heartlesaucss and inditfercnco to the 
sufTeringa of dumb brutes which permitted 
men thus to abuse the faithful and patient 
animals, Tho dog was a particularly tine 
animal, a retriever worth upwards of $100, 
and must have been recognized by the pris- 
oner as one that would bo highly prized 
by the owner. The fact that tbac owner 
was Mr. Bosoowitz, a fientleman of promin 
ence in the community, did not make any 
difference in the treatment of the prisoner, 
who would not have jast cause of com- 
plaint if sentenced to six months or longer 
imprisonment. He did not wish to appear 
to be unduly severe, or to deserve tho repu- 
tation of being a severe judge, but he felt it 
only his duty to sentence tho accused to 
three months imprisonment. On account of 
tho Dgo of tho prisoner, ho would not add 
hard labor. 

Mr. Walls asked the judge to take into 
considcratiou, before recording tho verdict, 
the fact that the prisonor was an old man in 
feeble health, so tliat tliree months' im- 
prisonment might have f^ital results. 

Hia Honor replied that before he could 
consider that matter he would have to have 
a medical ccrtificvto. It was understood 
that this would be produced in tho morning. 

A true hill was returned by the grand 
jury in the case of Henry Ramuua, accused 
of stealing a diamond ring, and the court 
then adjourned until two o^look. 

The KamouB case was proceeded with 
when the court reaaaenibled. A. G. Smith, 
Deputy Attorney General, appeared for the 
Crown, and J. P. Walls for the accused, 
who pleaded not guilty, a jury being then 
empanelled. Mr. Smith stated the case to 
the jury, saying that tho prisoner was ac- 
cused of having stoUen a diamond ring out 
of the pocket of a pair of pants sent to his 
father's store to be cleaned, in June last. 
The diamond out of the ring he had aubac- 
quootly sold. 

Gustav Varrelman, brewer, was first call- 
ed. He said the accused had taken some 
clothing belonging to witness from the lat- 
ter's rooms over the Bank Exchange, to the 
tailoring shop of the prisoner's father, where 
they were to be cleaned. In tho pocket ot 
one of the pairs of pants thus taken there 
was a valuable diamond ring. He remem- 
bered about tho ring the following day, and 
went to tho shop to in(|uire about it. The 
ring could not be found there, and the ac- 
cused bad gone with him to search along 
the room ftnd in witness' rooms. He identi- 
fied a diamond produced ia court as his 
property, but said the ring it is now in is 
not that in which it was when stolen. A 
peculiar flaw made the diamond euay oi 
identification, 

Gregory C. Sauer identified the diamond 
as one he had sold to Mr. Varrelman in May, 
in a different setting, for $l'2'>. 

Richard Wallace, porter and bartender, 
who said ho formerly worked at tho 1 'el- 
nionico, teal ified tliat ho had met the ac- 
cused late one night on (lovornment street 
near Joluiaon, and the accused told him lie 
had a snap— a dianioiid uwneil by a friend 
who had got into trouble and wished to 
raise money to go to Sen Pranciseo. He 
went round thu next day to look at tlie dia- 
mond, and was met by tiin aocuHO<l outside 
the shop, ii'.td led into an alhiy way, where 
they looked at the diamond. He introduced 
Edward Currier to the accused next day, 
and bo b(ni;;hL the diamond after sonio bar- 
gaining. 

In crosH-examinalioii witness said ho lived 
on his means, which ho kept at his house. 

" Whereabouts at homo do you keep your 
money ? " Mr. Widls asked, but tho witness 
not answering. His I.,ordship came to hia re- 
lief with tho remark : 

" There are too many burglars about to 
tell that with nafefy." 

Witness admilteil that ho "gambled 
sometimes liko tho rest of them," 

Edward Currier, a waiter also now out of 
employment, told how he had come to meet 
the accused, who oEfered the diamond for 
$50, but sold it for $30 when the witness 
oottldproduceonly that amount, Thenexb day 
the aoonsed made a demand on him for $20, 
whioh, he said, was owing on the tranauc- 
tion ; the day, following ho reduced the de- 
mand to $10, threatening to make trouble 
- for the witndss if he did not got it. Witness 
was arrested on tho lat of October, on tho 
oharce of stealing tho diamond, but was tie- 
quitted. In cross exominatiou, ho told Mr. 
Walla that ho had como from Seattle in 
order to get married, having made a run- 
away matoh. 
Constable Hildreth, of the city police, 



testified that when he arrested tho aoousod 
he found on him a card, produced, on whioh 
were these meniorundu in writing : 
June 7 — received from Bank Exchange two 
suits of cloches; June 10— received pay- 
ment for clothes; June 24— found diamond." 

This closed tho case for the Crown. No 
witnesaes were called on behalf of the aceua- 
ed ; and counsel for tho prosecution declined 
to address the jury. 

Mr. Walla then made hia address, holding 
that tho Crown had failed toprovo the case, 
particularly ns tho indictment charged the 
stealing of a diamond ring, and tho evidence 
disclosed tho poaaession of only a diamond 
by tho accused. Ho admitted that tho 
diamond had been found, but hold that 
there was no proof that itj had been stolen. 

Hia Lordship, in charging tho jury, said 
it aoenied to him to have been conclusively 
shown that the diamond lost by Varrelman 
ia that which was found in tho posaeasion of 
the aoouaed, who admittedly had, at least, 
found it, but, though knowing that Varrel- 
man had lost such a diamond, did not oiler 
to restore it, but instead of that sold it to 
Currier. If the diamond waa not stolon, 
Varrelman could not obtain restitution of it, 
but:, though this was a aorioua oonaideration, 
aa he had paid $125 for it, tho jury would 
of course not let that fact weigh ugiinat the 
priaoner if they thought him not guilty of 
tho offeuoe charged. The jury returned 
about -1:15 p. m. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock tho grand jury 
cime into court and reported a true bill iu 
the case uf Arthur Carruthera, charged with 
tho killing of a Chinaman. Hia Lordship 
then diamisaed the jury, they to be called 
together again by notice in the newspapers 
if required. 

The jury in tho Ramous case returned 
after about an hour's absence with a verdict 
of " guilty with a strong recommendation 
to mercy. 

Tho prisoner, being aaked by Hia Lord- 
ship if ho had anything to say before being 
sentenced, declared chat ho had found the 
diamond when sweeping out on the 24bh of 
Juno, that Wallace pasaed the window just 
after, and he showed him the diamond. 
Wallace wont away and got Currier, and 
between them they substituted a piece of 
paste for llni diamond. When ho discov- 
ered tlio trick ho laid an information against 
Currier, who was accpiitted on trial. Ho 
denied having seen tho ring that tho 
diamond waa in originally. 

Tho boy'a father woa then called, and gave 
him a generally good character, as a hard 
working I vd. He would be sixteen youra 
old next month. 

Hia Lordaliip commented upon tho indif- 
ference whioh tho boy had shown to hia po- 
sition in court, and the "pat" way in which 
ho told his iinprobablu story of tho Iranaac- 
tion. His own adinisaion that ho 
had found and not olTored to re- 
turn the diamond juatilied the ver- 
dict just returned. Ho would like to send 
him to the reformatory, but found that to 
do ao he must aenteuco him to not less than 
two years, which he was loath to do, though 
the offence would justify it. To give the 
boy a chance be would, therefore, sentence 
him to nine months imprisonment in the 
common gaol. 

The court adjourned until 10 o'olook this 
morning, when the Carruthers case will be 
proceeded with.

Any male or female, ot the foil ago of 
twenty^ine years, holding a license for and 
carryiog on business within tho ward in which 
ho or she Is registered as the holder of a trade 
llconso in tho municipality, tho annual fee for 
which ia not lees than live dollars, and who 
shall havo piid for such liconso for tho six cal- 
endar months next preceding tho first day of 
January ISiH, and who has paid, on or before 
tho lirst da;,- of Doecmber, lSn;i, all municipal 
rates, taxes and license fees, excltiglvo of water 
rate or water real, iiajablo by him or her, and 
who, on tho fourth day of December, 1803, shall 
havo been a resident of tho municipality for at 
least one year previous to the said fourth day 
of Decomber.

Cloth of gold 
trains aro add(>d to regal velvet gowns 
and cloth of Bilver is as coiinuon as 
brocade. There is no clas.s iu Franco 
that does not do its utmost to have 
something of Russian stylo about it. 
Wo may .smile ali(Mi>, but aftei all it is 
very ne.turr. 1 under tlu; eiiriuiislanees. 
The French aro a ])ri>ph^ loving show 
and display and Iheatrice.l elTeet to tho 
verge of folly. It please.s tlieni just 
now to (hink iu Russian. So let them 
since wo aro tho gainers in a new com- 
bination of richness and grace in tho 
way o£ apparel. The climate of Russia 
requires very warm clothing and that 
of Franco does not, so tho m.atter is 
compronused by giving tho outward ap- 
pearaneo of tho lieaviest of garments 
while thej' are still (piito light, though 
suHiciently warm. Furs on plush and 
brocaded and matchless wools are all 
the rage — not hero and there a little, 
as has been before, but wide bands and 
rolls, deep cuffs and collars. Dear little 
bonnets are made of fur, have fur bows 
or heads of petits betes of some kind 
or other. Naturally fox, seal and sable 
are the most recherche, but fur ife fur, 
and to be in stylo one most resemble a 
"great big hairy Russian." 

The long velvet •wraps of Russian 
green are superb, and the hussar jack- 
eta, with their military loops and bran- 
debonrgs, aro stylish. These aro made 
of heavy black, dark bluo or Russian 
green, and thero aro somo styles of 
women who look butter in these than in 
any other garment — for instance, those 
with tall, Junoliko figures. A small 
woman looks simply ridiculous in one. 
It is rather early for tho hea\'y furs in 
Franco, but the Russian craze is respon- 
sible for this hairy outbreak. It is said 
that some ladies wear fur arormd tho 
tops of their stockings. I know they 
do around their boots. 

At tlio opera one sees tho loveliest 
gowns, and you may also be sure that 
they aro tho newest styles. At the last 
xepresentation the pretty Marquise do 
Nicoley wore a yellow moire, striped 
with black velvet in narrow lines. Tho 
skirt was made with a dcmitraiu bor- 
dered with a deep band of black Sibe- 
rian fox. Tho elbow sleeves wero double 
p'uffed, tho upper puil black velvet, tho 
lower, yellow velvet, with a fall of su- 
perb lace. It was square in tho neck, 
with a rich medicis collar studded 
thickly with pearls. The Princess do 
Broglio wore a black and gold costume 
also, the biick of rich black moire and 
the front of gold brocade. Tho sleeves 
were single drooping puffs. The cor-

sage was half lew, of black velvet and 
gold lace, and there was a deep fringe 
of gold bullion around the nock and 
around tin; p(jinted corsage. With this 
was \vorii ;i tiara of diamonds and ru- 
bies and :i necklaco to match. Tlio 
Countess Clary woro a gown of black 
chantilly over a lining of gold colored 
moire, tho corsage draped and held 
by jeweled buttons. This lady is of tlio 
famous old family who for bo long 
have all been the devoted followers of 
the ex-empress of France, going into 
exilo with her and bearing her sorrows 
as if llii/y wero their own. Uiiou her 
breast the young countess wore a bunch 
of Parma violets. These signified her 
allegiance to tho old days and Napo- 
leonisiii, rather than adherence to the 
republic. Tho Countess^ of Boisgelin 
woro a satin gown embroidered with 
silver in premier cmpira style, with 
her arms bare to tho shoulders save for 
her long green Porinot gloves, which, 
reached nearly to the shoulders. Over 
these her wrists were weighted with 
massive Russian bracelets nearly four 
inches wide, set thickly with emeralds. 
She woro a wide diamond and emerald 
necklace and a tiara of the same pre- 
cious stones. Her hair was tied in a 
regular bowknf)t, with tho bows stand- 
ing upward, and a full curled bang in 
front. Theso are but few of tho toi- 
lets seen at the opera, bnt they have a 
political significance aside from their 
beauty. Lot us hopo that Franco and 
Btissia may always remain tricaids. 

•Leaving international (xuestions aside, 
I will mention a few of tho lovely 
things I have .seen lately iu my pil- 
grimage to the shrine of fashion. First, 
<lo you know at homo that plain all over 
moire antique is to be a great vogue 
this winter. There have heen stripes 



over a moire ground, imd several other 

devices wero invented to lead tho way, 
and voila! tho stripes aro already taking 
a second placo after tho all over moire. 
I saw a Buporl) homo toilet made of this. 
It was cut princess, with a long train. 
About 10 inches from the bottom there 
was a in inch border of black velvet ap- 
l)li(pio embroidery on tho lilaek moire, 
and this was outlined by a line of the 
smallest possible garnet beads. Tho 
waist wiis trimmed in tho same manner, 
with the addition of large velvet puffs to 
tho sheaves, capped by rich bourdon laco, 
Tho collar was apiilicpio and beaded, and 
CO W(.'ro tho fi'dut parts of tho lower 
pleoves. Tho whole made up one of the 
richest gowns of the season. Black 
moire and white moire aro sometimes 
used together as a combination and is 
managed nnich easier than tho black 
and white bayadere stripes over moire, 
which aro so tr3'ing to the oyes. Tho 
stripes being so sharply defined, it is 
next to impossible to cut a go'vvn so that 
these stripes will not meet in some sharp 
cross lines destructive to grace or beau- 
ty. They have not been well received 
here, and ftir that very reason thero has 
boon a dotorniined effort to get rid of 
them, and vre Americans have got to 
wear thorn. When any now stylo 
"takes" hi're, there is little or no ell'ort 
made to force it upon tli(3 American 
market, as tlie women of this and near- 
by countries can nso all tho first out- 
put , and when tho first gloss of nowness 
is off hero tho stuff, whatever it is, is 
sent to my patient country -women, ai\d 
in that fact lies tho reason why so many 
of us try to get to Paris. 

Voung girls in this country ari' al- 
ways very modestly and sensibly dress- 
ed. They are keijt in the background 
very much more than onr girls. Somo ( if 
tlie styles worn by some young girls of 
th(^ lie'st families liere have lieen miHl.'i,.d 
after one general design, and as I have 
had a sight of these models I transcribe 
them. Ono was made of hairline stripe 
bluo and white. Tho skirt was cut 
([uite pbiin and was ti-imnud ^vi;ll 
tlireo ruches of pinked dark blue silli ; 
tho bottom one set on ])hiin and the' 
other two vaiulyked. Tho waist was 
plainly gathored to a belt of the same. 
The sleeves were of the same material, 
with folds imd bows of bluo ribbon 
around tho lower jiart. There was a 
yoke with a ripjilu btirder of bhie vel- 
vet. Another, for Sunday or holiday 
wear, was of tufted' cho'viot in fa^wn 
with brown tufts. Around tlio bottom 
woro throe haiuls of velvet ribbon, two 
of them ending in clioux of tho ribboy 
and not quito meeting. Tho •waist was 
plain, but over it was a simulated swiss 
corselets of plaited fawn surah. The 
upper sleeves wero of choviot, with tho 
lower portion of rnfiles of surah. 
Brown velvet ribbon and choux wero 
placed over tho shoulders and twice 
around the Itust, and tho pointed bolt 
was also made of that ribbon. The 
waist opens in the back, as does the 
other. Another gown for festive occa- 
sions was of iiriiited cashmere, tlio fig- 
ure representing a handful of fading 
moss th»owu upon a gray ground.

The pride that a woman feels in tho 
triumph of any member of her own sex 
is certainly a justifiable one. It is pleas- 
ant to know that women aro able to 
hold up their end on tho burden of en- 
deavor in science, art, literature, me- 
chanics, business, oven personal brav- 
ery, although physical cowardice is 
with them a natural law by virtue of 
their .small niuselo and delicate limbs. 
And when a man buuii)tiously or cyn- 
ically relegates women to a position "a 
little better than his dog" a spirited 
sister may ho excused if she cites a few 
examples in disproof of his theories. 
Refutation never convinces a man of 
that stamp, however, since he is sure 
to lack tlioso proverbially mascnlino 
attributes, justico and logic. Such 
men aro not very common, for as a rule 
men aro liy no means idiots except in 
u few (-'xtreinely minor matters. 

But tho habit of comparison too often 
does not stop short at tho limit of ar- 
gument, within tho bounds of which it 
is a lawful aiil. rinding it a weapon 
ready to her hand, an ov(>rzealons 
woman of not toci powerful judgment 
is apt to wield it when no battle is wag- 
ing, and take an aggressive stand when 
nobody is think-ing of raising an issue.

A woman may bo a stmich 
believer in and ui)hoIder of her own 
BOX, without flinging lier gauntlet in 
tho face of every man sho meets, not 
waiting to liml out whether ho is a foo 
or not. Boastfulness aral unfavorable 
comparison ;u-o nuito lik-ely to awaken 
opposition where none previously ex- 
isted, sinco wo aro all, men and women 
alike, sharers in tho vanities, foibles 
and inconsistencies of human nature. 

It is a groat mistake to assume that 
men and women aro natural enemies, 
either of whom can be exalted but at 
tho expenso of tho other. Sensible 
women do not relish on immoderate 
partisanship of their sex any better than 
tho men di.scountenanced by it do. If 
Wo aro really so much cleverer and 
braver than men, it does not become ns 
to continually boast over our weak 
brethren. If wo are below thom in tho 
Bcalo of creation, a perpetual clamor of 
superiority only makes our lower posi- 
tion more evident. If we aro all human 
beings on tlio same plane, about equal- 
ly endowed on the whole, lot us admit 
it and respect ourselves and each other 
without (luarroling over a question of 
supremacy which does not exist.

WisinNOTOS City, Nov. 26. — A fourth 

volumoof tho papers accompanying Blount's 
report has boon given out by tho state du- 
pirtnieut, consisting of all the diaoloaurcs 
made by Blount in'diapatohes and in his re- 
port from Honolulu. Numorous afBdavita 
bearing on the day tho Provisional Govern- 
ment was proclaimed go to show that Min- 
ister Stevens rccogniziid tho Provisional 
Government, and troops were landed from 
tho Boston before tho Queen's forces sur- 
rendered to the Provisional Government, 
Tho statement that Liliuokalani addressed 
to Minister Blount is of special interest and 
importance. On December 17, 180:2, sho 
claims, sho received a letter- warning her 
that American representatives were pre- 
paring for the annexation of the Islands, 
;Shu appealed to the British oonimiaaioner, 
and he advised against her suggestion to lay 
tho mailer before all the members of the 
diplomatic corps. Continuing, she says : — 

On the niorniug of January 11, IS',),'!, 1 
told the cabinet that it was niy intention to 
promulgate a new eonatiiution. I judged 
from their countenances thiit aomcthing was 
wrong. At tlie comineucemcnl; of my reign 
petitions wore sent from all pirts of the 
kingdou asking for a new eonatiiution. 
AVith two ni(.nibers of tho Legislature I 
started in to make a new cniiatitution from 
that of Ivanieliuincha and that of IS.ST. I 
placed il in the lianda of I'oteraou, aakiiig 
him to correct and revise it. He consulteu 
lawyers and others, and when it was return- 
ed I found no changes made, so I concluded 
it was all ii^iit. 

Early in January I mentioned to Cupt. 
Nowlein, one of the household guards, and 
Marshal Wilson, my intention to promul- 
gate tho now constitution, and to prepare 
theriiaelves to quell any riot or outbreak 
from the opposition. They assured iiio that 
they would bo ready, and I gave a strict in- 
junction of secrecy and showed Wilaon a 
plan of the throne room on the day of sign- 
ing. Parker and Cornwall gave mo assur- 
ances of their support before their appoint- 
ment as ministerSf wbile Peterson under- 
stood my intention, and Colbourn beard it 
from Peterson. It appe&rs that Colbourn, 
on the morning of January 14, act- 
ed the part of a traitor by going to 
Hartwoll, a lawyer, and receiving in- 
structions from him to strongly advise 
mo to abandon the idea. When the min- 
isters arrived I was surprised that thoy did 
not think it advisible for mo to take such 
steps ; that there was danger of an uprising, 
etc. I told them I would not have under- 
taken it if they had not encouraged me. 1 
said : Why not give tho people the consti- 
tution, and I will bear the brunt of tho 
blamo. Peterson said he had not read the 
constitution, I told him he bad it in bis 
possession a whole month. 

Tho miuiaterH left I'arker to try and dis- 
suade mo from my purpose, and in the 
meantime they went to tho government 
building to inform Thurhton and party of 
tho stand I took. Tho ininiatera ro- 
turnod and I asked them to read the 
constitution over, then asked ihem what 
was injurious in tho document. Peter- 
son said some of the points he thought 
wore not exactly suitable. I told him 
the Legislature could make amendments. 
He begged that I should wait for a few 
weeks, and in the meantime they would bo 
ready to present it to me. With these as- 
surances I yielded and we adjourned to the 
throne room. I stated to the guests present 
that my reason for inviting them was to 
promulgate a new constitution at the re- 
quest of my people ; that the constitution 
of 1887 was imperfect and full of defects. 
Turniog to the chief justice I asked ; ' la 
it not so, Mr. Judd?' and he answered in 
the affirmative. I then informed the people 
that under the advice of my ininiatera I had 
yielded, as they promised that on some 
future day I could give them a now constitu- 
tion, I asked them to return to their homes 
and kenp the poaoe. 

I heard a Cdtnmotion below in the yard 
and hurried to tho front verandn, and from 
there addressed the people.saying that their 
wishes for the new constitution could not be 
granted just then, but would be at eonic fu- 
ture day. They must go home and keep tho 
peace and pray for me, which they have 
done over since. Everything was quiet in 
the palace all that night. On Sundsy 
Parkier advised me that the Reform party 
was holding a meeting. All Sunday every- 
thing seemed (juiet. On Monday the miii- 
iatera issued a notice of tho position I took 
and the attenipts made to promulgate the 
nov/ constitution, at the earnest aolioitation 
of my people, my native sulijecta. 

The staltiiient of the circuiiiBtaiicea tomi- 
ing to tlie yielding of uut.hnrity to the Pro- 
visional Govemiiient does not diirer from 
tho statements already made. After detnil- 
ing the auli.-(',|ueiit appeals to llu) govern- 
ment of the Unit,o(i States, bI'.c Hay.'i : 

" President IlarriBon'a term expired and 
President Cleveland'a inauguration took 
place, and I hailed it an a good omen, hav- 
ing met him in ISST, while he occupied the 
presidential chair, and I have not been dia- 
appoiiiiod. Your arrivt.1 brought relief to 
(lur pi'"|'l ' iMi.i your preacnco safety. No 
doubt Ml- I'loviaional (Government would 
have carii^Mi out the extreme measures to- 
ward myself and people, as you already 
have eeen by ihcir unjust actions. If the 
I'resiiient had been iniliirorent to my peti- 
tiona I am certain il would have brought 
serious rcaulte to mysnlf and tyranny to my 
subjects. In this I recognize the high 
sense of justice and honor in the person who 
is the ruler."
